Nebraska will open the 1984 volley- 
ball season with perhaps the out- 
standing setting tandom in the nation, 
in Mary Buysse and Cathy Noth. Buysse 
is a two-time All Big Eight second team 
selection and was a member of the 1984 
Big Eight All Tournament team, while 
Noth is a three-time unanimous all lea- 
gue player and twice named the MVP 
of the Big Eight tournament and topped 
off the past season by earning All Amer- 
ican honors, and this summer was a 
member of the U.S. Junior National Team. 
y Coach Pettit feels that the strength of this year’s team begins with the setters. 

Cathy and Mary could be one of the most experienced pair of setters in the 
nation, Pettit stated, ‘‘With this outstanding duo, it enables us to run a 6-2 
offensive Set and adds great balance to our attack. 

Buysse runs the team exceptionally well,’’ Pettit added, ‘‘Her skills as a setter 
ae Cathy’s skills as a setter and outside hitter.

' anigren was named to the second team and the All Tourney team last year 
as a freshman. This past summer, Dahlgren was chosen as a member of the U.S. 


Junior National Team with Noth, and has been playing in Europe in International 
competition, 
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Smith is a two-time letterwinner and following corrective surgery on an ankle 
problem, has given NU outstanding power in the front line. 

Pettit feels that the experience and talents of these three players, plus the addition 
of several newcomers, will make the Huskers very strong in the middle of the 
court. 

“‘We are very fortunate to have such tremendous depth and strength at this 
position . . . it could offer us the option to use front row specialists, something 
you don’t usually see.’” 

Adding the extra depth to this position this fall will be a pair of freshmen Tina 
Siefkes and Michelle Stratbuker, both Nebraska athletes and possessing fine talents 
and skills.

OUTSIDE HITTERS 


If there is any concern about this season’s Huskers squad, it could be this position. 
NU does have two outstanding returnees in Annie Adamczak and Julie Hermann, 
but experienced depth is not there. 

Adamczak is perhaps the team’s best defensive performer, and will this season, 
be assigned to block and stop the opponent’s top hitter. Annie is also a fine hitter, 
passer and server, in fact, she is one of the top all around players in the midwest. 

Hermann possesses some of the outstanding offensive attacking skills in 
the region and can hit the ball as hard as anyone, and is capable of over powering 
opponents at the net. 

The question this season will be to replace three-time All Big Eight performer 
Erin Dean, in that third hitter postion. Coach Pettit is anticipating quite a battle 
for that third spot on the team with Enid Schonewise, Kathi DeBoer and Jenny 
Goff. 


OVERALL 


On paper, 1984 should be a tremendous year for the Huskers. It will be the most 
experienced team ever at Nebraska and a squad that is familiar with success. 

According to Pettit, ‘‘For us to move up and win the NCAA Regional Cham- 
pionships and get to the final four, the team must continue to improve throughout 
the season. Both the players and coaches can not become complacent with past 
glory and forget how much work went into achieving that success.”’ 

Pettit feels that if the team can unite around specific goals and avoid potential 
pitfalls of placing individual rewards ahead of team rewards, then overall team 
success will take care of itself. 


1984 OPPONENTS 


Coach Pettit feels that the 1984 schedule is a very good and challenging one, 
and the home competition is the best ever. This fall in the coliseum the Huskers 
will face the top three teams in the Big Ten Conference with Purdue, Northwestern 
and Ohio State, as well as NCAA National Tournament qualifiers Colorado State, 
Louisiana State, Southwest Missouri State, and U.S. International, and of course, 
the regular Big Eight schedule. 
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NU will host a pair of invitationals this fall, the first coming on the 14th and 
15th of September with LSU, U.S. International and Northwestern and the second, 
two-week later, with SW Missouri, Colorado State, and perhaps one of the top 
collegiate teams in Canada, University de Sherbrooke. } ; ’ 

On the road, NU will be facing several other top rated teams in the nation, like 
Tennessee, Pittsburgh and Texas, all at the Tennessee Invitational, and a California 
trip including Pepperdine, Cal.-Santa Barbara and Cal. Poly SLO. 


BIG EIGHT 


Coach Pettit described the Big Eight Conference as ‘‘Being the strongest overall 
it has ever been.’’Overall the conference has returned some outstanding performers 
and should be significantly improved. 

Pettit feels that Missouri, which returns its entire starting team from last season, 
should be a ligitimate top 20 contender, while Oklahoma should have the most 
experienced team it has had since Miles Pabst has been there. ; 

Jowa State had an excellent recruiting year and should be much stronger, while 
Kansas State, who made the USVBA Nationals, has another strong experienced 
team. Kansas lost its top two players from last season, and if they are able to 


replace them, should be right in the hunt for the title.

TERRY PETTIT 
Head Coach 
Eighth Year 

(237-76) 


Entering his eighth season as the Ne- 
braska Women’s Volleyball Head Coach, 
Terry Pettit has accumulated a 237-76 over- 
all record with the Huskers a Big Eight 
Conference Championship each year. 

Nebraska has registered eight consec- 
utive Conference crowns, seven under the 
direction of Pettit, while the Huskers have 
posted a 108-3 mark against conference foes 
during their eight seasons of conference 
play. , 

In his first season the team posted a 41- 
12 record and placed third at the ALAW 
Region VI Championships. The following 
year they won the Regionals and ended with 
a 34-21 record. In 1979 the team was 41- 


8 and runnerup in the Regionals, and in 1980 they earned their fifth loup title and 
recorded a 35-15 record and a 17th place final national ranking. Nebraska has been 
ranked in the top 20 for the past five years. y : 

In 1981 Nebraska continued its dominance of the conference with a sixth straight 
crown and rolled to a 29-10 record, placing them 14th on the last regular season 
ranking list, but failed to receive a berth in the first NCAA National Championships. 

In 1982 the Huskers captured the first ever regular schedule Big Eight Cham- 
Pionship and then continued on to win the post-season tournament for the seventh 
Straight time. Nebraska defeated Penn State in the first round of the NCAA playoffs, 
but fell to Purdue in the Mideast regionals, finishing the season with a 27-6 mark 
and a ninth place on the national rankings. 

Last season, the Huskers earned their eighth consecutive Big Eight Cham- 
pionship on the way to the best record ever at Nebraska, 29-4. NU won all three of 
the Invitationals that they entered and finally ended the campaign in the first round 
of the NCAA Championships, falling to Western Michigan. The 29-4 season brings 
Coach Pettit’s overall career coaching record to 284-93. 


He is a graduate of Manchester College in Indiana (1968) and earned his M.F.A. 
degree at the University of Arkansas in 1974.

1983 in Review ... 


For the eighth consecutive season the University of Nebraska volleyball team captured 
the Big Eight Conference Championship and finished the season with an incredible 29-4 
Tecord. 

During the regular season, the Huskers posted a perfect 10-0 record against Big Eight 
foes, and did not lose a single game. Nebraska also captured the post-season tournament, 
defeating both Iowa State and Missouri and gained an automatic berth in the NCAA Cham- 
pionship tournament. 

In the first round match of the NCAAs, the Huskers, ranked seventh in the nation, traveled 
to Kalamazoo, Mich., to face the Broncos of Western Michigan. The Huskers captured the 
first game, but dropped the match, 3-1, to end the season. 

In thé beginning, Nebraska opened the season by taking the first three matches from 
Iowa, Wyoming and Kansas and then traveled to San Diego, Calif., to participate in their 
invitational. NU accomplished something no other team west of the Rocky Mountains has 
done and that was to take the championship from the western teams. On route to the title, 
NU defeated Utah State, U.S. International, San Diego State and Oregon State. 

The Huskers returned to Lincoln for their own invitational and again took the title, stopping 
California, Lousiville, Texas A&M and SW Missouri State. 

The only dim showing, in an otherwise bright season, was next for NU at the Purdue 
Invitational, where the Huskers dropped contests to both Kentucky and host Purdue, while 
defeating Pittsburgh. a 

The Huskers then settled into the conference schedule and racked up nine consecutive 
victories, including the league tournament and then went to Louisiana State for the LSU 
Invite, and defeated LSU, Houston, Texas A&M, Arizona State and Notre Dame for the 
championship. 

Several Huskers earned regular season and post-season honors, highlighted by junior

Athletic Scholarships 


The University of Nebraska Women’s Athletic Department is a member institution of the 
Big 8 Conference and National Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA), governed by both 
Big 8 and NCAA rules and regulations for intercollegiate athletics. 


Nebraska may award athletic scholarships in the amount of tuition, fees, room, board 
and books. The financial aid may be offered for one academic year only but may be renewed 
on or before July 1 of each year if the student-athlete maintains both academic and athletic 
eligibility while making normal progress towards a degree. 


The University of Nebraska Women’s Athletic Program which offers nine sports, is limited 
to 15 scholarships in basketball; 6 in golf; 11 in softball; 10 in gymnastics; 14 in swimming/ 
diving; 8 in tennis; 16 in track & field; and 12 in volleyball. 


Any student who has reached her senior year in high school may'be contacted by the 
University, but a letter-of-intent, which binds the student to that institution, will not be offered 
until February 7, 1985 for volleyball and April 12, 1985 for all other sports (basketball, 
track, swimming, golf, gymnastics, softball, and tennis). 


All prospective student athletes must possess-a 2.0 GPA to be eligible for an athletic 
scholarship and intercollegiate competition. High school transcripts and ACT or SAT scores 
must be submitted to the UN-L Office of Admissions, 108 Administration Building, University 
of Nebraska, Lincoln, NE 68588.
